NORRIS DAM’S COMPLETION 
CELEBRATED; GATES CLOSED 


Roosevelt in White House Gives Signal for 
Impounding Water Behind 
TVA Structure. 


By the Associated Press. 
NORRIS, Tenn. March 4.— 


President Roosevelt, State notables 
and East Tennessee residents, 
joined today in a celebration mark- 
ing completion of the $36,000,000 
Norris Dam. 

The President pressed a tele- 
graph key at the White House at 
1 p. m., central time, setting off a 
siren on the 253-foot-high struc- 
ture. This was the signal for work- 
men to lower the sluiceway gates, 
blocking the eight openings in the 
dam through which water of the 
Clinch River has been running. 

“I hope as many people as can 
will go to see the Norris Dam in 
Eastern Tennessee,” President 
Roosevelt said. “It exemplifies 
great engineering skill, high con- 
struction efficiency, and, above all, 
it is the key to the carefully 
worked-out control of a great river 
and its watershed spread over part 
of seven states. The Norris Dam 
is a practical symbol of better life 
and greater opportunity for millions 
of citizens of our country. The na- 
tion has come to realize that na- 
tional resources must not be wasted 
and the Norris Dam is evidence 
that our program for conservation 
of these resources is going for- 
ward.” 

As the waters hegan backing up 
to form the 34,200-acre reservoir, 


a program opened with speeches 
by A. E. Morgan, David Lilier- 
thal and H. A. Morgan, Tennessee 
Valley Authority directors, and 
others. 

Joe Frank Porter of Columbia, 
president of the Tennessee Farm 
Bureau Federation, represented 
Gov. McAlister at the ceremonies. 

The dam was built in a little 
more than two years, and is now 
complete with the exception of a 
roadway across the top and the 
power house. The TVA intends by 
Aug. 1 to have the power house 
finished and two 66,000-horsepow- 
er generators installed by which 
electric current will be produced 
for this region. 


The lake will have a shore line 
of 800 miles. The last of the 3500 
families within the reservoir boun- 
dary have left for new home sites. 

The reservoir. area has been 
cleared of all bridges, timber and 
houses. Roads and railroads have 
been rerouted for the coming of 
the lake water. One entire village, 
Loyston, has been vacated and -will 
be under 200 feet of water. 

Norris Dam is the first of several 
such units planned by the TVA to 
promote flood control, navigation 
and generation of electricity. Work 
has been started on three others 
in Tennessee and Northern Ala- 
bama. :

BLOWS UPON TOWBOAT

Others of Barge Line 
Crew Scalded in Accident

“CHESTER, Il., March 4.— Two 
men .were missing this afternoon 
after a boiler exploded on the tow- 
boat William G. Clyde of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Barge Line near 
Grand Tower, IIil. 

Four of the crew, including Capt. 
John Trail, were scalded by steam, 
and were taken to St. Andrew's 
Hospital at Murphysboro. 

The names of those missing were 
given as “Blackie” Price and Or- 
ville Beard, Several hours after 
the explosion, which occurred short- 
ly before 1 o’clock, no trace of them 
‘had been found. 

The boat caught fire, but the 
blaze was quickly extinguished 
with the aid of the crew of a tow- 
boat of the Marquette Cement Co., 
which has a plant on the river 
near where the explosion occurred. 
One of the Clyde crew, hlown into 
the river, was picked up in a small 
boat launched from the nearby 
power plant of the Central [llinois 
Public Service Co. 

Those injured, in addition to the 
Captain, were said to be O. E. 
Hines, the pilot; Bill Holcomb, a 
deck hand, and James Porter, a 
Negro waiter, 

The Clyde was pushing seven 
heavily-loaded barges up the river 
from Cairo to St. Louis. George 
Carpenter, an employe of the pow- 
er plant, said there was a muddled 
explosion that “blew the top off 
the boat.” Malcolm Watkins, an 
employe of the cement company, 
said there was not much noise, but 
that the top of the boat was com- 
pletely blown away. 

The explosion occurred about 200 
feet out from the Missouri bank of 
the river. A barrel of blazing oil

LETTER TELLS OF 
ESPIONAGE IN WAR 


Writer Boasted He Had 
Been Able to Obtain In- 
formation From British 


and American Flyers.

LONDON, March 4.—A letter in 


which Dr. Hermann Gortz, German 


lawyer and writer, said he had been 
able to extract information from 
American and English aviators was 
read by the prosecutor today at the 
opening of his trial for espionage. 
Dr. Gortz, speaking excellent En- 


glish, pleaded not guilty to charges 
of violating the British official sec- 
rets act at the start of his hear- 
ing in old Bailey Court—England's 
first foreign spy trial since the 
end of the World War. Two wom- 
en were among those selected for 
the jury. 

The prosecutor, J. C. Cassels, read 
a letter date€@ Hamburg, Sept. 15, 
1935, on a sheet of paper headed, 
“Dr. Hermann Gortz, solicitor and 
specialist on English law, the Unit- 
ed States and American law.” 

Captioned “special application,” 
the letter said:

The document described Gortz’ 
intelligenee work during the World 
War and mentioned that he lived a 
year and a half in the United 
States, and three and a half years 
in London. 

During that time, the letter said, 
he was “again in contact with 
American and English war-time 
aviators.” 

The document said, “I am even 
now still in touch with military 
aviators on the active list, or I 
probably can get in touch with 
them again. 

“T am successful in my methods 
of interrogation, in which I use the 
drawing room tone. There is hard- 
ly an aviator whom I am not able to 
persuade to make more or less im- 
portant statements.” 

The hearing was expected to last 
two days, with some evidence heard 
in camera. 

Lieutenant-Colonel William  E. 
Cook, a general staff officer and 
director of intelligence for military 
operations, introduced a description 
of Gortz’ duties during the war. 

Activities in America. 

Col. Cook said Gortz was de- 
tailed by Germany to ascertain 
the organization and development 
of the United States’ air forces 
on one front. ‘The information was 
alleged to be contained in Gortz’ 
own documentary description of 
his career. 

The document said: “On two 
American air force officers who 
were shot down was found a warn- 
ing referring to me as a partic- 
ularly dangerous intelligence offi- 
cer and containing an exact per- 
sonal description of me.” 

The statement gave an alleged 
account of how Gortz went to New 
York and Chicago in 1925 and 1926 
as a lawyer, but was forced to 
leave the United States because 
he refused to become an American 
citizen. It said that while he was 
in New York and Chicago he met 
American air force officers whom 
he had interrogated during the 
war and was introduced sto avia- 
tion clubs and war veterans’ or- 
ganizations.

tims, Mrs. Isabella Ruxton and 
Mary Jane Rogerson. She fainted 
during her testimony, interrupting 
the hearing for five minutes. 

Straw on Fléor of Home. 

Mrs. Hampshire testified that 
\straw was strewn on the floor of 
the Ruxton home, from the _ en- 
trance hall to the top floor, and two 
bedroom doors were locked last 
Sept. 15 when she went there to 
clean. 

She said she found a bloodstained 
shirt and towels in the yard of the 
house, some of them partly burned, 
and added that Dr. Ruxton gave 
her husband a stained suit which 
the doctor explained had become 
soiled when he cut his hand open- 
ing a fruit tin. 

Mrs. Hampshire said Dr. Ruxton 
visited her home the next day, and 
at his request she removed identifi- 
cation marks from the suit and 
burned them. 

Mrs. Hampshire gripped the rail 
of the witness stand and turned 
pale as she said she laid the carpet 
in the back yard and threw 20 or 
30 buckets ef water on it to try to 
wash it off. She said Dr. Ruxton 
cried the next day and told her his 
wife had gone away with another 
man and left him alone with three 
children. She declared that when 
she saw the doctor during the, week 
before he was arrested he seemed 
distressed and asked her to burn 
the suit and the carpet.

NEW YORK, March 4.—Follow- 
ing a fight between police and a 
crowd of strike sympathizers esti- 
mated at 5000, a Federal Govern- 
ment official intervened today in 
an effort to halt the walkout which 
has seriously crippled service 
hundreds of New York’s office and 
apartment buildings. At almost the 
same time labor leaders were 
threatening to turn the already- 


| widespread walkout into a city-wide 


strike. 

The encounter between the strike 
sympathizers and police broke out 
on fashionable Park avenue shortly 
after a mass meeting of strikers 
heard James J. Bambrick, local 
president of the International Build- 
ing Service Employes’ Union shout: 
“If they don’t come across by 
Wednesday, we're going to give the 
order to tear down the entire town.” 
He was referring to owners of the 
buildings who have refused to ac 
cede to the strikers’ demands. 

“Your president is ready to call 
a general strike that will paralyze 
New York,” Bambrick said. 


Clash on Park Avenue. 

Shortly afterward, most of those 
at the meeting formed three large 
processions and marched down 
Park avenue. Frightened tenants 
and building superintendents ap- 
pealed to police for protection and 
radio patrols and squadmen were 
sent to numerous spots. 

A police barricade was thrown 
across the avenue in front of the 
building where Gov. Herbert H, 
Lehman has his part-time residence. 
A strong concentration of patrol- 
men massed behind the barricade. 

As the crowd marched down the 
avenue, threwing stones through 
windows and smashing doors of 
skyscraper apartment buildings, po- 
lice patrols moved on them from 
the flanks and succeeded in shunt- 
ing small units into side streets, 
When the marchers reached the 
barricade at Seventy-sixth street, 
repeated police charges broke up 
the demonstrators and drove them 
westward to Central Park. 

Throughout the early morning, 
emergency squads patrolled the 
East Side and messages to be on 


the alert were broadcast as reports - 


of small moving groups of strikers 
came into police headquarters. 
Police recorded a total of 600 
instances of violence and disorder 
and arrested 75 persons. 
International Union Offers Aid. 
George Scalise, international vice- 
president of the Building Service 
Employes’ Union, announced re 
ceipt from international headquar- 
ters of the organization in Chicago 
of the following telegram: 
“If necessary, and at your dis- 


cretion, we will call out every 
building service employe in the 
United States.” | 

The development came shortly 


after Mayor LaGuardia voiced be- 
lief that the strike would be termi- 
nated today and Bambrick ex- 
pressed a less optimistic view of 
the matter. 

“If the Real Estate Board con- 
tinues to show the same rotten ar- 
rogance, I'm going to say ‘let's fight 
it out in the streets,’” Bambrick as- 
serted. Later District Attorney 
Dodge ordered Bambrick in for 
questioning about this threat, but 
did not call for arrest.

“ENTIRE DEFENSE 
HAS COLLAPSED” 


So Says Rome Commun- 
ique—Planes Bombard 
Natives Fleeing to Fords 
of Takkaze River.

ROME, March 4.—Marsha! Pietro 


Badoglio, commander of the Italian 


forces in Ethiopia, reported to his 
government today that the entire 
Ethiopian defense on the northern 
front had collapsed. 

The communique follows: 

“The battle in Tembien Province 
was in full development when at 
dawn of Feb. 29 the Second and 
Fourth Army Corps moved toward 
Scire to attack the forces of Ras 
Imeru, the sole enemy army re- 
maining still intact on the Eritrean 
front. 

“A very sharp battle took place 
from Feb. 29 to March 2. 

“The enemy, pressed from the 
north by the Fourth Army Corps 
and from the east by the Second, 
gave way to the overwhelming im- 
petus of the Second Army Corps 
yesterday after a stubborn resis- 
tance during which it suffered very 
exceptional losses. 

“Groups of fugitives who fled to- 
ward the fords of the Takkaze 
River were bombed and machine- 
gunned by the air corps. 

“With the victory of Scire, the 
collapse of the entire -northern: 
front is complete. 

“Of the four armies Emperor 
Haile Selassie had menacingly mo- 
bilized in the ambitious delusion of 
defeating the Italian military forces 
and stopping the march of civili- 
zation, there remain only miserable 
remnants in flight toward the 
south.” 

War Expenses Mounting. 

Italy's War expenses mounted 
into billions of lire today, as the 
campaign in Ethiopia entered its 
sixth month, but few Fascist 
authorities gave evidence of con- 
cern. 

Sweeping banking measures, 
adopted by the Cabinet yesterday, 
were designed to give the Govern- 
ment complete control of war-time 
finances. Authoritative sources 
said the measures did not apply to 
banks not having branches in more 
than 30 provinces. These were 
brought under the control of the 
Bank of Italy, but were left to 
function privately, Authorities es- 
timated, however, that such con- 
cerns formed less than one-tenth 
of the banking strength of Italy, 
the other nine-tenths of the banks 
being transformed into semi-state 
institutes. 

Figures on the state of Italy's 
finances are no longer published. 
The only figures available for war 
expenses are those published in the 
Official Gazette under the heading 
of appropriations. These show that 
since the beginning of the fiscal 
year 6,700,000,000 lire (about $563, 
000,000) has been granted for the 
war. 


Report From Front on Victory 
Over Ras Imeru’s Army. 
By the Associated ress. 

WITH THE NORTHERN ITAL- 
IAN ARMY IN ETHIOPIA, at the 
Front, March 3.—Italy’s northern 
army, continuing a series of major 
triumphs, today smashed the last 
complete Ethiopian army on the 
northern front. 

A force of 30,000 Ethiopians un- 
der Ras Imeru was routed after a 
three-day battle on the western 
sector, along the Takkaze River. 
There the Ethiopians had attempt- 
ed.to block an Italian movement 
toward Lake Tana, headwaters of 
the Blue Nile. 

Fascists proceeded swiftly with 
mopping up operations in the Tem- 
bien area and in every direction 
the ground was covered with enemy 
dead, wounded and abandoned 
arms. 

Four Mountains Captured. 

Driving forward, the Fascists oc- 
cupied four mountains—Andino, 
Enda, Mariam and Quoram. Ital- 
ian airplanes riddled with machine 
gun fire 4000 Ethiopians who 
sought to flee from the sector 
and flew up and down the valley 
of the Takkaze to mop up any re- 
sistance.

SPOT REAGAN 
GETS 15 YEARS 
FOR KILLING MAN 


Second Degree Murder 
Verdict Returned at Sec- 
ond Trial for Shooting of 
Clifford Appler. 


John J. (Spot) Reagan, a fugi- 


tive from justice for more than two 
years after he had shot and killed 
an unarmed man on May 13, 1933, 
was found guilty of second-degree 
murder last night by a jury in Cir- 
cuit Judge James M. Douglas’ 
court. Punishment was fixed at 
15 years in the penitentiary. 

It was his second trial for the 
killing of Clifford Appier, 34-year- 
old salesman, whom he shot to 
death as Appler and two youths 
were playing catch with a baseball 
in the alley west of Reagan’s apart- 
ment at 4353 Maryland avenue. A 
few minutes before the shooting

The first estimate placed the 
number of Italian dead at 200 while 
the Ethiopians were reported to 
have lost 1000 men. Italian wound- 
ed were said to number 1000 and 
Ethiopian “thousands.” 


Aviation Force Active. 

Aviation was active along the en- 
tire front, clearing and consolidat- 
ing territory conquered as the 
remnants of Imeru’s army, like 
those of Mulughet. and Kassa, 
fled in disorder to the south. 

It was reperted at Fascist head- 
quarters that the Italians were 
sending: back to the high command 
Kassa’s radio station, personal doc- 
uments and effects, along with a 
box containing 1000 thalers. 

Airplanes were machine-gunning 
groups of Kassa’s men south of 
the Takkaze, as well as Imeru’s 
men. 

A report from Fascist headquar- 
ters said, “nowhere on the whole 
Nérthern front does there remain 
anything of the various Rases’ 
armies except miserable groups in 
desperate flight.” 


Details of Fighting. 


The Fourth Army Corps was en- 
gaged in light encounters, bringing 
the Italian forces to about 60,000 
men. The Fourth, a new division, 
moved from the north into the re- 
gion of Addi Ano before encounter- 
ing a force of 10,000 Ethiopians 
which was dispersed under artillery 
and airplane fire, 

The brunt of the fighting was 
borne by the Second Corps, particu- 
larly the Gavinana division of 
Blackshirts. Their job was to push 
out straight from Aksum toward 
Selaclaca. They encountered tre- 
mendous resistance Feb. 29 before 
Selaclaca. 

Ethiopians in great numbers at- 
tacked the center. Attacks and 
counter-attacks and ferocious hand- 
to-hand fighting continued until 
dark. 

Reports said before the Ethiopian 
ranks broke at dusk, allowing the 
Gavinana division to take Selaclaca, 
the Ethiopians lost 1000 men who 
were hemmed in and killed in the 
hills by machine gun and artillery 
fire and air bombs. 

The Second Army Corps advanced 
Monday from Selaclaca toward Coit- 
za, while the Ethiopian columns at- 
tacked both flanks but were re- 
pulsed. As the Fourth Army Corps 
started closing in from the north, 
Imeru’s army was hemmed in. With 
heavy losses, the Ethiopians then 
broke from their columns and fled 
toward the river fords. 

The Italians early Monday cap- 
tured Abbi Addi, the capital of 
Tembien Province. There was no 
opposition. 


League’s Appeal for Peace Sent to 
Emperor Haile Selassie. 

ADDIS ABABA, March 4.—The 
appeal for peace between Italy and 
Ethiopia, issued yesterday by the 
League of Nations, was received 
by the Ethiopian Government and 
transmitted to Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie today. The Emperor, now 
at the front, received the appeal 
by wireless. 

Government officials made no 
comment immediately. They denied 
Italian reports that Ras Kassa, one 
of the Ethiopian commanders on 
the Northern front, had committed 
suicide and that his army had been 
annihilated. — 


BLIMP USED IN DUCK SURVEY 


Federal Officials Pleased With Re- 
sults of Test Flight.

TOKIO, March 4.—Emperor Hi- 
rohito, seeking a government to re- 
place the ministry of Premier Ke- 
suke Okada, disrupted by a military 
uprising,. commanded Prince Fu- 
mimaro Konoye 
Cabinet today, but the Prince de- 
clined the premiership. 

After conferring with Prince 
Saionji and other imperial leaders, 
Prince Konoye asked the Emperor 
that he be excused from the “great 
responsibiitly of heading the Cab- 
inet, owing to poor health.” 

Earlier, the 42-year-old former 
president of the House of Peers, 
accepted the charge and asked the 
Emperor for time to organize a new 
ministry. 

Gen. Giichi Nishi, a member of 
the Supreme War Council, was ap- 
pointed Inspector-General of Mili- 
tary Education to succeed Gen. 
Jotaro Watanabe, who was assas- 
sinated in last week’s insurrection. 

The appointments followed a 
meeting of the Privy Council and 
the Okada Cabinet in the Great 
Eastern Council chamber of _ the 
imperial palace, in the presence of 
the Emperor, 

A special military court was des- 
ignated as the “Tokio court-mar- 
tial,” under the presidency of the 
War Minister, empowered to try 
and punish those involved in Iast 
Wednesday’s rebellion. 

The court was established by im- 
perial ordinance No. 21, published 
in the official gazette. This was 
the “important law” which was ap- 
proved earlier by the Privy Coun- 
cil and Cabinet, and which Em- 
peror Hirohito sanctioned. 

A communique from the martial 
law headquarters disclosed that 
more than 1400 officers and men 
participated in the rebellion. 

The rebels came from the Third 
Infantry Regiment of the imperial 
bodyguard division, and the First 
and Third Infantry and Seventh 
Heavy Artillery Regiments of the 
First Army Division. 

It was disclosed that portions of 
eight infantry regiments and other 
units of the First, Second and 
Fourteenth Divisions were called in 
to suppress the uprising, forcing the 
rebels last Saturday out of the Gov- 
ernment centers they had seized.

The Court held the act was in- 
valid because it unlawfully attempt- 
ed to delegate legislative power to 
private individuals and because the 
attempted exemption of such 
bridges and bonds from taxation 
violated constitutional provisions. 
The test case involved a pro- 
posed highway bridge across the 
Missouri River between Saline and 
Howard counties, at a point near 
Arrow Rock. 


Provisions of Act. 

Under the act a group of pri- 
vate individuals, not fewer than 
three nor more than seven, could 
form a Board of Highway Bridge 
Trustees, by filing an agreement 
with the Secretary of State. The 
act attempted to designate such a 
group, once formed, as a public 
agency and to give it the right of 
perpetual succession. 

This board would be authorized 
to acquire or build highway 
bridges, issue bonds payable only 
from tolls and levy bridge tolls un- 
til all indebtedness was retired, In 
order to exempt such property 
from taxation, the act declared such 
bridges, for taxation purposes, 
would be deemed the property of 
the State or some other political 
subdivision. 

Opinion by Judge Frank. 

Judge William F. Frank, who 
wrote the opinion, gustained a con- 
tention that the act attempted to 
delegate to private citizens the 
power to create public agencies 
of the State. F 

“It cannot be disputed that the 
power to create a public agency of 
the State is legislative in charac- 
ter,” he said. “Neither can it be 
disputed that such legislative pow- 
er cannot be delegated. Any stat- 
ute which attempts to create a pub- 
lic agency of the State but leaves 
it to not less than three nor more 
than seven private citizens to de- 
termine by written agreement, 
whether or not the public agency 
attempted to be created shall come 
into existence, is an unlawful at- 
tempt to delegate legislative power 
to private individuals.” 

Tax Exemption Provision. 

In holding the tax exemption pro- 
visions also violated the Consti- 
tution, Judge Frank said “Prop- 
erty which, in fact, does not belong 
to the State, cannut be made State 
property by legislative declaration.” 
“The declaration in the act that, 
for the purpose of taxation suth 
bridges shall be deemed to be prop- 
erty of the State,” Judge Frank 
said, “and that such bonds should 
have the status of bonds of the 
State, when in fact such is not the 
case, is an unconstitutional attempt 
to exempt the bridges from a prop-

IS FOUND GUILTY 
OF MAIL FRAUD 


Once Wealthy Arkansas 
Rice Miller Convicted on 
Six Counts of Swindling 

* Banks. 


Alryc U. McGill of Stuttgart, 


found guilty of mail fraud today 
by a jury in the court of Federal 
Judge Charles B. Davis. 

At the request of McGill's attor- 
ney, Verne Lacy, who said he in- 
tended to file a motion for a new 
trial, sentence was deferred until 
March 16. 

The jury found McGill guilty of 
each of six counts in an indict- 


ment which alleged he had defraud- 
ed the Boatmen’s National Bank 
here and the Bankers’ Trust Co. of 
Little Rock, Ark., of $139,000 each 
by use of a false financial state- 
ment and fictitious bills of lading. 
Mdximum penalty is five years in 
prison and a fine of $1000 on each 
of the six counts. 


Defense Is Insanity. 


McGill’s defense was insanity. He 
offered no evidence to rebut the 
testimony or Government witnesses 
concerning the transactions on 
which the indictment was based, 
but testimony was offered that late 
in 1930 and early in 1931, when 
these transactions occurred, McGill 
began to act in peculiar fashion. 

A psychiatrist called by the de- 
fense testified, in response to a 
hypothetical question based on de- 
fense testimony concerning McGill's 
conduct, that he was afflicted with 
manic depressive psychosis, a 
form of insanity. 

Another psychiatrist, called by 
the Government, gave it as his opin- 
ion that McGill was sane. He based 
his conclusion partly on his ob- 
servation of the defendant’s de- 
meanor in the courtroom, which, he 
said, indicated “placidity, self-con- 
trol, understanding of his environ- 
ment and fixity of purpose.” 


McGill’s Attitude in Court. 


Throughout the trial, which be- 
gan on Monday of last week, Mc- 
Gill sat sprawled in a chair at the 
defense table, ostensibly paying 
little attention to what occurred. 

He assumed that attitude when 
the jury reported its verdict today, 
but it was noticed that his eyes 
were fixed on the jury box when 
the verdict was announced, and 
that they shiftéd then from the 
jury to his attorney, and then to 
the Court. 

The case went to the jury late 
yesterday. The jury was excused 
after deliberating for two hours, 
and reached its verdict after an ad- 
ditional hour and 40 minutes of de- 
liberation today. 

This was McGill’s second trial 
here on the same charge. In April 
of last year a jury was unable to 
agree on a verdict. Previously Mc- 
Gilk had been tried on a_ similar 
charge in Arkansas and the jury 
there was unable to agree. At each 
of the trials his defense was insan-

ALOE PLAZA FOUNTAIN BILL 
IS APPROVED BY ALDERMEN 


Measure Appropriates $47,500 for 
Work to Be Designed By 
Cari Milles. 


A bill appropriating $47,500 from 


1934 bond issue funds for construc- 
tion of an ornamental fountain 
on Aloe Plaza, to be designed by 
Carl Milles, Swedish sculptor, was 
unanimously passed by the Board 
of Aldermen today. 

The fountain will cost $60,000. 
Mrs. Louis P. Aloe, widow of the 
former president of the Board of 
Aldermen for whom the plaza at 
Union Station was named, has 
agreed to contribute $12,500 toward 
the cost. Milles’ design includes 
several bronze figures of sea gods, 
arranged to symbolize the union 
of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers. 

The design is basically the same 
as the one Milles proposed in 1931 
when the matter was first suggest- 
ed. Neptune and Aphrodite, gods 
of the sea and water element, are 
the commanding figures and repre- 
sent the two great rivers, with 
smaller figures representing their 
tributaries. Sprays of water will 
alternately reveal and obscure the 
figures in the fountain.

Jesse Thorpe, 47, jointly indicted 
for murder in the death last Sept. 
5 of Ralph W. Colmer, 22-year-old 
coal hauler, began today in City 
Judge Ralph Cook’s Court at East 
St. Louis where the father surren- 
dered yesterday. 

The elder Thorpe had been a 


fugitive since his indictment by a) 


grand jury last December and whea 
he sent word to relatives that he 
would appear yesterday the begin- 
ning of the trial of his son was 
postponed until the afternoon court 
session. 

The father entered the court- 
room, embraced his wife, kissed the 
cheek of his daughter, Mrs. Reba 
Blue and shook hands with his son. 
Five minutes later he was formal- 
ly arrested, arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty. 

Died of Skull Injury. 

Colmer, who resided at 825 Trend- 
ley avenue, died of a skull injury 
suffered Sept. 1 when struck by a 
cue in the hands of Sylvan Thorpe 
at the pool hall of Jesse Thorpe at 
528 Trendley. He was not thought 
to have been seriously hurt until 
two days later when he became ill 
and was taken to a hospital. 

When arrested, Sylvan Thorpe 
told police he struck Colmer and o 
companion after they had created 
a disturbance and Colmer had hit 
Jesse Thorpe in the face when the 
older man remonstrated with them. 
During the verbal exchange, young 
Thorpe said, Colmer asked the 
proprietor if he had a gun, strik- 
ing him when he replied that he 
did not need one. 

Colmer’s companion, 
Denbo, 714 Converse avenue, the 
chief witness for the State, was 
taken to the courtroom from the 
Belleville jail, where he was await- 
ing trial on a robbery charge, hand- 
cuffed to young Thorpe. 

Harry Miller, a truck driver, 721 
Trendley, testified he was in the 
poolroom when Colmer and Denbo 
entered in hilarious mood, appar- 
ently from drinking. Denbo, he 
said, approached the elder Thorpe 
and pulled his straw hat over his 
face. Then coming to where he 
was sitting, Miller testified, Denbo 
pushed him down in his chair and 
pinned his arms behind him in a 
playful scuffle. 

Upon being released, Miller relat- 
ed, he saw Colmer fall to the floor 
near where Sylvan Thorpe stood 
with a pool cue in his hand. Denbo 
was floored with the cue as he 
rushed at young Thorpe. At this 
point, Miller said, he ran out. 

Timothy Moore, 515 Trendley, 
testified he was passing when Mil- 
ler and another man ran from the 
poolroom. Looking in, he said he 
saw Jesse Thorpe kicking. Colmer 
in the face and heard him exclaim, 
“T’ll kill him.” The son was at- 
tempting to quiet his father and 
asked help in getting him outside, 
Moore recalled. 

When four associates of Colmer 
and Denbo arrived a moment later, 
Mooney related, Jesse Thorpe in 
answer to their questions about 
who had struck their friends, re- 
plied that he had done it. 

Coroner’s Testimony. 

An examination of Colmer’s body, 
Coroner Walter W. Boyne testi- 
fied, disclosed no injury other than 
a contusion on the right temple 
which, he said, had caused a brain 
hemorrhage.

| Herald and Express Quotes Official 
as Saying Navy Secrets Were 
Sold to Foreign Power. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 4.—~ 
The Evening Herald and Express 
said today the United States grand 
jury here met to investigate a case 
involving a charge of espionage 
against the armed forces of the 
United States. 

The newspaper quoted Federal 
Attorney Peirson Hall as saying 
information is in the hands of De- 
partment of Justice operatives in- 
dicating that valuable secrets of the 
United States Navy have been sold 
to a foreign Power. 

Harry Thomas Thompson, 27, dis- 
charged sailor of the Navy, is held 
in the county jail as a Federal pris- 
oner under bond of $20,000. He was 


indicted 10 days ago on a charge 
of illegally wearing the uniform of 
the Navy. Another man is said to 
have eluded Department of Justice 
agents and sailed several weeks ago 
on a steamer bound across the Pa- 
cific.

ON STAND IN 
SHEARAN SUIT 


Tighe Denies Court Was 
Responsible for Hiring 
and Firing of Hospital 
Employes. 


Associate Judge Eugene’ G. 
Tighe of the St. Louis County Court, 
testifying at Clayton today in the 
ouster suit against Dr. Edwin L. 


Sheahan, superintendent of County 
Hospital, gave his version of the 
political controversy which result- 
ed in filing of the proceeding by 
Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 
Anderson last December. 

Tighe, one of the two Democrats 
comprising a majority of the Coun- 
ty Court, denied the Court was re- 
sponsible for the many hirings and 
firings of employes and said it 
had merely ratified changes made 
by Dr. Sheahan, who had been put 
in full charge of the hospital. 

Anderson rested his case at 3:15 
p. m., after having presented 33 
witnesses in support of his allega- 
tions of neglect of duty on the 
part of Dr. Sheahan. The hearing 
began Monday before a jury in 
Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus’ 
court. 

County Counselor John E. Moon- 
ey, representing Dr. Sheahan, filed 
a demurrer at the conclusion of 
Anderson's case, asking that the 
petition be dismissed for lack of 
evidence. Mooney has indicated he 
would call about 400 witnesses on 
behalf of Dr. Sheahan. 

Judge Tighe testified he voted for 
the appointment of Dr. Sheahan 
Jan. 2, 1935, and that “we told him 
to go over and operate the hospital 
—he had absolute word about hir- 
ing and firing of doctors and 
nurses. People went to see him 
about jobs, he sent the names to us 
and we ratified them and put them 
on the payroll.”

“On one 
of these visits, later on, I told Dr.

“T was telephoned at my home 
until I was almost distracted and 
was on the point of having the 
phone removed. Doctors would call 
and complain that they had sched- 
uled operations and when they ar- 
rived at the hospital had found 
that the nurse, with whom § they 
had been preparing for the opera- 
tion, had been fired and that they 
could not go ahead with it.” 

The witness testified he told the 
superintendent of a report that a 
woman with a social disease was 
working as an attendant, and said 
the superintendent refused to fire 
her. “As far as I know, he did 


nothing to rectify the situation aft- 
er I made complaints,” he con- 
tinued, 

Mooney, cross-examining Tighe, 
asked, “Didn’t you vote to dis- 
charge Dr. William G. Patton as 
superintendent, 
took office?” Tighe replied, “You 
know, John, that we met in your of- 
fice and you wrote the letter to Dr. 
Patton and I signed it. I agreed 
with it at the time, but I say now, 
after a year, that it was a mistake,” 
The witness pointed out that Dr. 
Patton had not been fired, but that 
he simply was not reappointed on 
expiration of his term. 

Mooney tried to get an admission 
from Tighe that the County Court 
had ordered changes in hospital 
personnel, and pointed out that rec- 
ords showed changes ordered by 
the Court. Tighe insisted that 
court action was a mere formality, 
that Dr. Sheahan made most of the 
changes.

with the changes in 95 per cent 
of cases—as for myself, I actually 
recommended only six persons, and 
four of them have been fired,” 
Tighe testified. 
Former Attendant Testifies. 
Glenn Bowles, 4751 Easton ave- 


nue, who was employed as an at- 
tendant at the hospital in Septem- 
ber, 1934, and dismissed some time 
after Dr. Sheahan took charge, tes- 


tified as to several incidents in 
support of Anderscon’s allegations. 

When he first began work, the 
witness said, attendants were all 
well trained, but under the new ad- 
ministration many were hired who 
knew nothing about handling pa- 
tients. He told of woman atten- 
dants who refused to handle dead 
persons, “because they weren’t 
used to it.” 

He related the case of a woman 
who had undergone an eye opera- 
tion and, when about to leave the 
hospital, was required by a male 
attendant to walk to a wheel chair. 
The patient, weak after a long pe- 
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riod in bed, collapsed and died 20 
minutes after being returned to 
bed, Bowles testified. 

The woman attendant with a so- 
cial disease, referred to in Tighe’s 
testimony, worked in the steriliz- 
ing room, he continued. Another 
woman attendant, employed in the 
operating room, put five specimens 
in the same jar of ‘formaldehyde 
and sent it to the laboratory, where- 
as the specimens should have been 
put in separate jars, he testified. 

Dr. E, Lee Dorsett, former chief 
of the obstetrical and gynecology 
division, who resigned last Septem+ 
ber, the day after Dr. Sheahan was 
restored to the superintendency 
after a three-month suspension, tes- 
tified he quit because he was “dis- 
satisfied with the unpleasant situa- 
tion at the hospital.” He said the 
majority of nurses in his  divi- 
sion were replaced by attendants 
unskilled in the care of babies. 

He told of his attention being 
called to three cases of puerperal 
sepsis (childbed fever) in the ward, 
which he said was an unusual num- 
ber in a hospital He expressed 
the opinion that attendants could 
not learn quickly enough to func- 
tion efficiently and added that he 
never permitted untrained workers 
to handle any of his private pa- 
tients. 

Dr. Leo Will, former member of 
the surgical staff, who resigned, 
and Dr. Leith Slocumb, president of 
the staff, whose discharge Nov. 30 
led to wholesale resignations of 
staff members, gave testimony sim- 
ilar to that of earlier witnesses — 
that efficiency of the hospital was 
reduced after changes in person- 
nel instituted by Dr. Sheahan. 

Anderson filed the suit last De- 
cember after 24 of the 87 physi- 
cians on the staff resigned because 
of “too much politics” in admin- 
istration of the institution. 

Dr. Raymond T. Usher, former 
resident surgeon at the hospital and 
acting superintendent during Dr. 
Sheahan’s suspension last summer, 
testified yesterday that there were 
35 graduat enurses and 18 attend- 
ants at the hospital when Dr. 
Sheahan took charge and that at 
the time of his suspension, the num- 
ber of graduate nurses had been 
reduced to 26 and attendants in- 
creased to 31.

TWO ELDERS QUSTED 
AT WINNEBAGO CHURCH 


Friend of the Kev. Jerrie John- 
son Says Comimssion’s Ac- 
tion Was ‘Framed.’ 


A judicial commission of the St. 
Louis Presbytery, which has _ in- 
tervened in a congregational dis- 
pute at Winnebago Presbyterian 
Church, has forced the resignation 
of two elders whom it regarded as 
“ringleaders” of opposing groups, 
one favoring retention of the Rev. 
Jerrie Johnson, pastor for 31 years, 
the other seeking his dismissal. 

The commission, which served 
notice on the Rev. Mr. Johnson to 
vacate his pastorate on Sept. 1, re- 
quested and obtained the resigna- 
tions of Dr. C. C. Chesterson, a 
dentist, and Harry E. Carter, gen- 
eral manager of the Missouri Busi- 


ness School, from the Session of 
Winnebago Church. The church 
session is composed of 12 elders 
elected by the congregation. 

“I was ousted because of my loy- 
alty to my pastor,” Carter said to- 
day, to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“but it will not change my atti- 
tude and I am going to do all I 
can to bring the case to the Mis- 
souri Synod which has the power 
to reverse the action of the com- 
mission. “It was a framed job all 
the way through. The Rev. Mr. 
Johnson is the victim of systematic 
persecution by a small minority in 
the church.” 

Dr. Chesterson, understood to be 
among -those favoring obtaining 
another pastor, declined to com- 
ment on the action of the commis- 
sion, other than to affirm that he 
had obeyed its request to resign. 

The announced purpose of the 
commission, which held a series of 
interviews with the Rev. Mr. John- 
son, the elders of the church and 
other members of the congregation, 
was to bring about harmony and 
church efficiency, but thus far its 
dismissal of the pastor has only 
emphasized the cleavage in the 
church. 

Adherents of the Rev. Mr. John- 
son, representing a majority of the 
congregation, have engaged coun- 


campaign to induce the commission 
to reverse its decision, or, failing 
in that, to appeal to the Synod 
when it convenes next June. 

The formal notice received by 
the pastor, who came to the church 
in 1904, when it had 90 members 
and now is fighting to remain head 
of a congregation of 500, assigned 
no reasons for the commission’s ac- 
tion, simply directing that he seek 
another pastorate by Sept. 1. 

The commission, as has been told, 
announced it had found nothing 
against the clergyman either “as a 
pastor or as a man,” but felt that 
dissension in the congregation was 
such that his removal would pro- 
mote the efficiency of the church.

Latest Fees Granted. 

The additional fee allowances ap- 
proved by Judge Sevier were as fol- 
lows: 

Lewis Hord Cook and State Rep- 
resentative H. P. Lauf, both of Jef- 
ferson City, $40,000 each as com- 
missioners and custodians in a suit 
by the State to compel full repay- 
ment by stock fire insurance com- 
panies of excess premiums collected 
during litigation over a 10 per cent 
rate reduction ordered by the State 
in 1922. This is for services from 
December, 1934, to last Jan. 1, for 
which they already had each _ re- 
ceived $8000. In addition they will 
each receive $500 a month from last 
Jan. 1, until such time as the pro- 
ceeding is terminated. 

Former Assistant Attorney-Gener- 
al Gilbert Lamb of Salisbury, coun- 
sel for Cook and Lauf, $20,000 for 
services up to March 1, and, $500 a 
month hereafter. He already had 
received $6060 in fees. 

$7000 More to Court Clerk. 
Circuit Clerk Guy M. Sone of 
Jefferson City, an additional fee of 
$7000 as custodian of $1,750,000 in 
excess premiums impounded in a 
pending case gn the State Courts 
over a 162-3 per cent rate increase 
put into effect by. the companies in 
1930. He has reétived $11,500 in 
fees since Jan. 21, 1933, and here- 
after will receive $500 a month until 
the case is terminated. 

T. Speed Mosby, appointed by the 
Court as counsel for Sone, an addi- 
tional fee of $15,000. He has re- 
ceived $21,000 in fees since Feb. 11, 
1933, and from now on will receive 
$1000 a month until such time as the 
case is terminated. 

Payment From Funds in Custody. 

These fees are to be paid from 
funds now in custody of the Court, 
rrepresenting excess premiums paid 
by fire insurance policy holders 
during litigation over the rates. The 
fee allowances are not fina, and 
others may be made later, if the 
Court so désires. 

The litigation over fire insur- 
ance rates, which has been in prog- 
ress in Missouri in various phases 
since 1922, has reached the stage 
of numerous applications for fee 
allowances by persons, other than 
policy holders, who are connected 
with the litigation in some capac- 
ity. 

Special attorneys for the State 
Insurance Department in suits over 
the 162-3 per cent rate increase in 
the State and Federal courts, are 
to receive $500,000 in fees, under a 
compromise agreement entered into 
between State Insurance Superin- 
tendent R. E. O'Malley and_ the 
companies. Under the compromise 
the policy holders will get back 20 
per cent of the more than $11,500,- 
000 of impounded excess premiums 
paid by them. The other 80 _ per 
cent will be divided among the 
| companies, their agents, the law- 
- yers for both sides, court costs, ex- 
penses and other purposes, some of 
which have not been publicly dis- 
closed. 

In addition the special attorneys 
for the Insurance Department, John 
T. Barker, Floyd E. Jacobs and 
Glenn C. Weatherby, all of Kansas 
City, have applied to Cole County 
Circuit Court for a “partial” allow- 
ance of $150,000 in fees in the resti- 
tution case, which grew out of the 
1922 rate reduction order. Barker 
has stated 20 per cent of the $2,- 
750,000 now impounded in that case, 
amounting to $550,000, would be a 
“modest and nominal fee” for the 
State's attorneys.

BILLIKENS AND

No matter how many or how 
great the trials and tribulations of 
a basketball season turn out to be 
for the teams of Washington and 
St.. Louis Univérsities, the Bears 
and Billikens reserve for themselves 
the inalienable right of each year 
playing for the city collegiate title 
in that sport. There may or may 
not be teams in other sections of 
the State capable of pinning back 
the Bearish or Billikenish ears, but 
such ability cannot prevent the 
clash for the city title because said 
Bears and Billikens are the only 
two city colleges, and there’s no an- 
swer to that argument. 

Twice already this season have 
the two teams met. In the opener 
at Washington, the Bears came 
through with a 39 to 28 victory. In 
the second game at St. Louis U., it 
was the Billikens’ turn to win, and 
they did so by the neat margin of 
34 to 22. All of which should make 
it easy to pick the winner of the 
third of the series tomorrow night 
at the Field House, but does it? 

Jolly Old Statistics. 

The jolly old statistics give little 
help. St. Louis broke even with 
Missouri and the Bears were de- 
feated in a single game with the 
Tigers by a small margin; the Bil- 
likens managed an even break also 
with the Grinnell College Pioneers 
and the Bears won a pair of games 
from the Iowa team. Missouri and 
Grinnell were the only common op- 
ponents of the title contenders. 

Then, there are the figures of the 
championship series. A close check- 
up reveals that, in the two previ- 
ous meetings, the Billikens man- 
aged 62 points and the Bears 61. 
How are you going to choose with 
those figures staring you in the 
face? 

As a matter of fact, it is any- 
body’s game. Whichever happens 
to be “hot” tomorrow can take as 
much pPide as it pleases in the 
wearing of the crown such as it is. 

Records for the season? The Bil- 
likens have the better of it for the 
most part. St. Louis has won nine 
out of 19 for a percentage of .474; 
Washington’s record is five victo- 
ries and 13 defeats for a mark of 
277. But, the Bears show the 
better attack with an average of 
28.3 points per game to 27.6 for the 
Billikens, with the team of Coach 
Mike Nyikos displaying the better 
defense with an average of 31.8 
points for opponents, while the 
Bears’ record is 34.7 points. 

Only once did the Billikens make 
as many as 40 points, while oppo- 
nents three times reached or sur- 
passed that title and one team—De 
Paul—scored 52 points. On the 
other hand, the Bears also exceeded 
40 points once, while four opponents 
bettered that mark, and one— 
Creighton—ran up 62 points. 

One Lineup Change. 
There may be one change in the 


lineups which have started for the | 


two teams in the previous games 
of the series. St. Louis will cling 
to the same combination—Mattis 
and Keaney at forwards, Capt. Fash 
at center, and Ryan and Red 
Krause at the guards. For Wash- 
ington, Coach Hud Hellmich prob- 
ably will pair Dick Douglas with 
Hafeli at forward instead of Sauer, 
Capt. Martintoni will jump center, 
and Ozment and Mier will be the 
Washington guards. 

In the title series thus far, Capt 
Fash with 23 points is the individ- 
ual leader in scoring. Other point 
totals are: Martintoni, 20: Hafeli, 
17; Ozment, 15; Keaney, 16. 

Tomorrow night’s game brings to 
an official close the respective sea- 
sons of the two teams.

Rassling winacup No. Al-31-202-D was used to close out a how- 
lingly successful mat production at the Coliseum last night, staged 
before 7000 spectators with Leo Daniel Boone Savage, the Hercules 
of the Hills; George Zaharias, the Galloping Greek, and Referee Art 
(What-a-Man) Shires in the leading roles. 


Now windup A1-31-202-D would 
seem at first glance to be some- 


thing new, anc it is in these parts, 


but a brief analyzation will show 
it to be closely connected with that 
other tried and true windup, Al- 
13-202, the one in which the ref- 
eree gets butted or kicked in the 
head. 

Both are A-No.-1 close outs. In 
“13,” the referee gets a head put 
on him; in “31”—*"13”" reversed— 


the referee loses his head. The 
numbers “202”’ of course refer to 
“In Room Two Hundred and Two,” 
where these stirring windups could 
conceivably be thought up. “D” in 
last night’s epic production IS 
new. 

“D” stands for Dog. See the dog? 
You should have, for the dog——Leo 
Daniel Boone Savage’s houn’ dawg 
—played an important part in the 
drama. It happened approximately 
this way: 

Savage, huge, bewhiskered hill- 
billy from Boyd County, Ky., 
brought his houn’ dawg to ring- 
side, as usual. He tied the pooch 
to a post. The post at the north- 
west corner of the ring. An ordi- 
nary man would have thought that 
the purp would have been reason- 
ably contented under the circum- 
stances. Savage, however, is no or- 
dinary man, He worried about the 
canine. 

This was evident soon after the 
gong sent Savage and Zaharias in- 
to action, with Shires as third man. 

Worried About Hound Dog. 

The two big fellows rassled their 
way along for a rough five minutes 
or so. Savage was getting none 
the worst of it. Yet ringsiders, 
peering through the thicket of whis- 
kers on his face, thought they de- 


tected a gleam of anxiety in his 


eyes. What, they wondered could 
he be worrying about. It was all 
made clear a minute later. 

Savage hurled Zaharias from his 
body and strode over to the west 
side of the ring and looked down 
upon his houn’, which, for the pur- 
pose of this story, will hereafter 
be called Ambrose. 

Ambrose seemed to be doing all 
right, but Savage wasn’t, for that 
guy Zaharias, taking advantage of 
Leo Daniel Boone Savage's turned 
back, let lose a couple of flying 
tackles. They didn’t shake the 
Hercules of the Hills. He still 
wasn’t quite satisfied that all was 
well with Ambrose. 

He took another gander, this time 
bending out through the ropes and 
looking down, meanwhile exposing 
a target that couldn't be missed. 
Zaharias, the Galloping Greek, gal- 
loped into action again. He charged 
across the ring, left the floor in a 
swan-dive effort, and his head 
connected squarely on the Hercules 
of the Hills. Herkie went crashing 
through the ropes, where he landed 
near the feet of ever-faithful Am- 
brose. | 

Then the action really began. 
The Great Shires started a count. 
Zaharias rushed to the ropes, in 
order, presumably, to be ready at 
the ringside edge for Savage's re- 
turn. Shires shoved George 
backward, meanwhile dropping his 
count. Zaharias came in again. 
Shires’ move was repeated. This 
happened still a third time. 

Suddenly Shires turned on the 
Galloping Greek and did what en- 
thusiastic ringsiders would de- 
scribe as “losing his head.” He

SPECIAL PATROL URGED 
BY TRAFFIC COMMITTEE 


Approves Suggestion for In- 
spectors and Orders Survey 
of Stop Signs. 


A proposal of city officials for 
establishment of a motor cycle pa- 
trol of 16 traffic inspectors, work- 
ing under the Director of Streets 
and Sewers, to enforce all traffic 
ordinances, was approved yester- 
day by Mayor Dickmann’s Traffic 
Committee, meeting at City Hall. 
Funds for the patrol and for 
general handling of traffic would 
be derived from a $200,000 appro- 
priation being sought in the city 
budget for the next fiscal year. 
The committee called for more 
rigid enforcement of the new auto- 
mobile drivers’ license law and ap- 
proved an administrative order 
under which drivers «rrested here- 
after for failure to have licenses 
must furnish bond at a police sta- 
tion and stand trial. Heretofore 
they have been allowed to accept 
traffic tickets, which could be set- 
tled on payment of $1 at the Traf- 
fic Violations Bureau. 
Subcommittee Named. 
A subcommittee was appointed 
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to study existing traffic “stop” 
signs to determine whether they 
were properly placed, whether some 
of them should be removed or 
whether more should be installed. 

Plans for changing the jurisdic- 
tion of the two police courts, so 
that one would handle traffic cases 
exclusively and the other the gen- 
eral run of city ordinance viola- 
tions, were ordered drawn by an- 
other subcommittee. The sugges- 
tion was that the two Police Judges 
alternate, serving 90 days at a time 
in each court. At present the juris- 
diction is territorial, one = division 
taking all cases from the northern 
half of the city and the other from 
the southern. The change could be 
made by ordinance. On this com- 
mittee were appointed Police Com- 
missioner Albert Bond Lambert, 
Assistant City Counselor Frank P. 
Motherway, Judges Joseph F. Dick- 
mann and James W. Griffin of 
Court of Criminal Correction and 
Police Judges George G. Vest and 
Joseph L. Simpson. 

Mayor Questions Brother. 

The Mayor, who presided, asked 
his brother, Judge Dickmann, about 
the considerable number of  dis- 
charges of defendants in traffic 
cases on appeals from Police Court 
to Court of Criminal Correction. 
The Judge replied that frequently 
adjustments of private damages 
after cases were heard in Police 
Court tended to make prosecuting 
witnesses stay away or go easy in 
their testimony at trials on appeal. 
Prosecuting Attorney James P. Fin- 


negan and Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller confirmed this, the lat- 
ter saying the same thing some- 
times happened after his office is- 
sued warrants for felonious wound- 
ing. 

Emmett Canty, chief parole of- 
ficer of the Police Courts, com- 
plained that his work was handi- 
capped by lack of help and low pay 
for the staff. The Mavor asked him 
to make a further report. Canty is 
paid $2100 a year and his three as- 
sistants $1756 each. 

A subcommittee, consisting of 
City Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, 
Circuit Attorney Miller, Prosecuting 
Attorney Finnegan and the mem- 
bers of the aldermanic Legislation 
Committee, was appointed to recod- 
ify the traffic ordinances. 

The Mayor’s Traffic Committee, 
consisting of numerous public offi- 
cials and representatives of private 
agencies interested in traffic, 
agreed to meet monthly hereafter, 
on the first Tuesday.

LECTURER SAVS PROFIT 
MOTIVE IS PERVERTED 


Rollo W. Brown Asserts Per- 
sonal Quality in Human 
Relations Is Gone. 


“A perverted profit motive, de- 


veloping in American life during 
the last 30 years, has robbed us of 
our claim to civilization,” Rollo W. 
Brown, author and _ lecturer, of 
Camrbidge, Mass., told the Wash- 
ington. University Association at 
Soldan High School last night. 

He declared that the zeal for 
profits has placed the church, the 
schools, the Government, and all 
other social institutions on the 
same basis as the factory, destroy- 
ing the personal quality in human 
relations.’ “The New Ideal’’—the 
topic of his lecture—he said is “a 
new sanctity for individual aspira- 
tions.” 

As in previous lectures in St. 
Louis he ridiculed the frailties of 
human nature, then came to their 
defense when he attempted to show 
how they could be used to remodel 
the world in accordance with his 
ideal, 

Depersonalization of Life. 

During half of his talk he cited 
examples of the depersonalization 
of life in the United States.” With 
few exceptions,” he said, “the so- 
cial gospel of a church can he 
measured accurately by the length 
of the wheelbases of the automo- 
biles parked outside on a Sunday 
morning at 11 o’clock.” 

“The magnetic young clergyman 
in the pulpit of the long wheel base 
church talks of ‘the great fund of 
human happiness.’ In the church 
surrounded by cars of middle size 
wheelbases the minister speaks of 
compromise. The very small wheel- 
base. church has a preacher of the 
Father Coughlin type who de- 
nounces gold and the money chang- 
ers.” 

Similarly, he attempted to show 
the same economic influences in 
colleges which graduate thousands 
of students a year, in industries 
which regard workers as “units of 
energy which can be replaced with- 
out difficulty,” and in public life, 
“where law is a bogey man to be 
avoided.” 

“Dominant Philosophies.” 

“Dominant philosophies, not plans 
or programs, settle economic prob- 
lems,” he said, adding that the 
philosophies come to the masses of 
the people from lonely, isolated 
men. “Let us give each individual 
a chance to do his best, not his 
worst. Let us test everything by 
this question: does it contribute 
to the spiritual freedom of the in- 
dividual?” 

A higher motive than the desire 
for profits is possible, he said. 
“Look at mothers. Look at the 
men who sacrificed themselves in 
the search for yellow fever. Don’t 
let the futility hounds destroy your 
best ideals.”

LAWYERS’ COMMITTEE UPHOLDS 
JUDICIAL REVIEW OF LAWS 


Organization Says “Without Su- 
preme Court for Interpretation 
There Is No Constitution.”

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Main- 
tenance of judicial review of con- 


gressional acts was urged last night 
by the Lawyers’ Committee of the 
Liberty League. 

Assailing proposals to deprive the 
Supreme Court of power to declare 
laws unconstitutionai, the commit- 
tee said: : 

“The members of this committee 
believe that without a Supreme 
Court for the final interpretation of 
the Constitution, there is no Con- 
stitution; that rightness or wrong- 
ness of the decision is less impor- 
tant than its certainty; that there 
is a rational and orderly remedy 
for erroneous interpretation, but 
that there-is no remedy for the 
disorder and uncertainties which 
would accompany the curtailment 
of final review by the Supreme 
Court of the United States.” 


NEW YORK WAGE LAW 
FOR WOMEN ILLEGAL 


Decision Based on U. S. Su- 
preme Court Ruling; Way 
Left Open for Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 4.—New 
York State’s highest court—the 
Court.of Appeals—yesterday held 
unconstitutional the State labor law 


setting up minimum. wages for 
women. The division was four to 
three. 

The Court of Appeals based its 
decision on a ruling by the United 
States Supreme Court that the 1918 
Federal minimum wage law was 
unconstitutional because it violated 
the right of a citizen to make con- 
tracts. 

The State court held that the 
New York State minimum wages 
law for women, passed in 1933, vio- 
lated the same principle in both the 
State and Federal constitutions. 

Nevertheless, both the majority 
and the dissenting opinions point- 
edly left the gate wide open for 
appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The dissenting Judges also held 
that changing conditions in the last 
decade may have convinced the Su- 
preme Court of original error. 

Attorney-Genera! John J. Ben- 
nett Jr. announced at once that 
the State of New York would ap- 
peal the case. 


NAZIS DEPRIVE 25 RADICALS 
OF CITIZENSHIP PRIVILEGES 


Expatriates Include Former Direc- 
tor of Opera, Writer and Ex- 
Member of Reichstag. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 4. — Nazi offi- 
cials deprived 25 former Socialists 
and Communists of _ citizenship 
privileges yesterday because “their 
activities damaged German inter- 
ests.” 

Included in the group were Paul 
Bekker, former director of the Wies- 
baden Opera. Officials said “he 
favored Jews and showed Bolshevis- 
tic opposition.” Bekker-is now in 
New York. 

Another expatriate is Arnold 
Zweig, writer; Herbert Stahl, ac- 
cused of writing under the pen 
name of “Steel,” a “direct atrocity 
campaign against Nazi Germany,” 
and Erich Wollenberg, former Com- 


munist member of the Reichstag. 


LITTLE BUSINESS MEN’ GO 
TO WASHINGTON CONFERENCE 


Patman Addresses Merchants Back- 
ing His Bill to Prevent Price 
Discrimination 


WASHINGION, March 4.—Rep- 
resentative Patman (Dem), Texas, 


told 1500 “little business men” to- 
day that failure of their fight 
against chain stores would mean 
their extinction. The independent 
merchants, from many states, as- 
sembled in Constitution Hall per- 
paratory to visiting their Congress- 
men to urge support of the Robin- 
son-Patman bill, designed to pre- 
vent manufacturers from giving 
larger discounts to chain stores 
than to small dealers for compar- 
able quantities of goods, and to 
prevent other forms cf alleged price 
discrimination. 

“You are the first victims of 
monopoly,” Patman said. “After 
you, the farmer. Then the consum- 
er and the wage earner — and fin- 
ally, the country will be victim and 
the nation will be destroyed. 

“If any one group gets control of 
our retail business there will be 
clamor for Government ownership. 
Your fight is against Government 
ownership which will follow unless 
you win this fight.” 

Druggists in the delegation also 
are supporting resale price main- 
tenance bills which would permit 
manufacturers to fix prices at 
which their goods must be sold at 
retail. This is directed against 
the so-called “loss leader” practice, 
selling advertised items at less than 
cost in order to attract customers. 


BIDS TO ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES 
FROM HEIDELBERG WITHDRAWN 


German Rector Angered by British 
Press Comment on Cele- 
bration. 

By the Associated Press. 

HEIDELBERG, Germany, March 
4.—Angered by unfavorable news- 
paper comment, Prof. Wilhelm 
Groh, rector magnificus of Heidel- 
berg University, has withdrawn his 
invitations to British universities 
to attend the 550th anniversary 
celebration of Heidelberg’s found- 
ing. The only exception to the 
blanket withdrawal was Cambridge 
University, which already had been 
accepted. 

Prof. Groh stated: “I note from 
the British press report that, to our 
great regret, the academic charac- 
ter of our invitation has been 
mixed with political views by a 
number of English persnalitiies and 
divested of its real meaning. There- 
by public opinion seems to have 
been influenced in a manneg that 
would make it difficult for En- 
glishmez to accept an invitation 
extended in a friendly spirit.” 

The rector added that he desired, 
by withdrawing the invitation, to 
avoid the possibility of bringing 
British scholars into a dilemma as 
to whether to come to Heidelberg. 


TREASURY GENTRALIZES 
CANADIAN SILVER BUYING 


Newly-Mined Metal to Be Pur- 
chased Through Bank of 
Canada in Future. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—The 
Treasury centralized its purchases 
of Canadian silver today by au- 
thorizing the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York to purchase through 
the Bank of Canada newly-mined 


metal “in amounts specified by 
the Treasury.” Treasury officials 
said the arrangement had no par- 
ticular significance. It was de- 
signed to create a specific arrange- 
ment for the purchase of silver 
which is known to be newly-mined. 

A similar arrangement is in ef- 
fect between this country and 
Mexico, whereby the New York Re- 
serve Bank carries out transactions 
with the Bank of Mexico. Purchase 
of newly-mined silver of other 
couhtries is not unusual. Hereto- 
fore acquisitions never have been 
distinguished as between newly- 
mined and other stocks. 

The silver purchase act directed 
the Treasury to build up its silver 
stocks to one-third of the gold base, 
or until the price reached $1.29 an 
ounce,

Howard in a dispatch from Mos- 
cow quotes the Russian dictator as 
saying: 

“The people of the Soviet Union 
would naturally like to see the face 
of things changed in the outside 
world, but that matter is the busi- 
ness of the surrounding world it- 
self, I fail to see how our mere 
ideas can menace any of these 
states if they are firmly seated in 
their saddles.” 

No World Revolution Planned. 

“We never had any such plan,” 
he asserted when asked whether 
the Soviet Union had abandoned its 
intent to bring about world revolu- 
tion. “That is a tragic misunder- 
standing. No, a comic one—well, 
tragi-comic. 

“We Marxists believe revolution 
will occur in other countries, but 
only at a time when it will be con- 
sidered possible or necessary by the 
revolutionists in each specific 
country. 

“To attempt to export revolution 
is norscense.” 

Stalin was convinced that Ameri- 
can democracy and the Soviet sys- 
tem could develop coincidentally. 

“But one can never develop into 
the other,” he declared. “Soviet 
democracy will never evolve into 
American democracy or vice versa. 

“We can exist and develop peace- 
fully if we do not indulge in too 
much mutual fault-finding about 
trifling things.” 

Communism Not Achieved. 

In discussing internal matters in 
Soviet Russia, Howard developed 
the following inquiry: 

“Admittedly Communism has not 
been achieved in Russia. State So- 
cialism has. Have not Fascism in 


Italy and National Socialism in 
Germany claimed to have attained 
similar results ? Have not both 
been achieved at the -price cf de- 
privation of personal liberty, sacri- 
ficed for the good of state?” 

“No,” Stalin answered. “Com- 
munism has not been achieved in 
the Soviet Union so far. It is not 
easy. But your term ‘state social- 
ism’ is not exact. 

“Many people refer to a condition 
as state socialism when a consider- 
able amount of national wealth 
passes to Government ownership, 
sometimes for military advantage, 
even though the majority of wealth 
remains in private hands. 


What Has Been Achieved. 

“The social order which we have 
built up so far cannot be termed 
state socialism in this sense. The 
Soviet system is fundamentally so- 
cialistic because there is no private 
ownership of factories, land, banks, 
railways, mines, etc., our system 
~—which not yet has been quite com- 
pleted—is socialistic because the 
foundation of society is commcn 
State’s ownership, ownership by the 
people or by co-operatives and col- 
lective farms. 

“Italian Fascism or German Na- 
tional Socialism do not have any- 
thing in common with such a sys- 
tem because in those countries priv- 
ate ownership of industry is not 
affected. Capitalism in those coun- 
tries still has full effectiveness. . . 


“Only that society can be called 


Communistic in which people are 
compensated not on the basis of the 
quantity or guality of the work pro- 
duced but on the basis of their 
needs.” 

Litvinov-Roosevelt Pact. 


Howard called attention to For- | 


eign Commissar Maxim Litvinov’s 


letter of Nov. 16, 1933, to President 


Roosevelt, the fourth paragraph of 
which bound the Soviet Government 
to “prevent the activity on its ter- 
ritory of any organizatior or group. 
- ++ which has as an aim the over- 
throw or the preparation for the 
overthrow of, or bringing about by 
force, of a change in, the political 
or social order of the whole or any 
part of the United States, its terri- 
tories or possessions.” 

Stalin said the Soviet Govern- 
ment had carried out its provisions 
and would continue to do so. 

“According to our Constitution, 
political emigres have the right of

as in the United States. When Lit- 
vinov siened the letter you men- 
tion, it was on the assumption that 
the obligation is mutual. Does it, in

Attitude Toward Terrorists. 

“As far as we are concerned, we 
never would tolerate a single ter- 
rorist in our territory, regardless 
of against whom his crimes are 
contemplated. Apparently the 
American _ interpretation of the 
right of asylum is broader than 
ours.” 

Stalin said the Soviet people did 
not found the American Commun- 
ist party. It was created by Amer- 
icans, he said, and its existence in 
the United States is legal. 

Asked if Earl Browder and Sam 
Darcy, American Communists, had 
not advocated overthrow by force 
of the American Government, be- 
fore the Communist International 
in Moscow last year, Stalin said 
they may have said something of 
that nature. 

“What Browder and Darcy may 
have said once in Moscow prob- 
ably will be said a hundred times 
in stronger terms on American 
soil,” Stalin commented. “It would 
be unfair to hold the Soviet Gov- 
ernment responsible for the activi- 
ties of American Communists.”

Recently the Home Secretary, 
through Lord Wright, master of 
the Rolls set up a departmental 
Committee on Coroners, which has 
just made its report. It recom- 
mended, for one thing, the aboli- 
“suicide 
while of unsound mind” and urged 
that Coroners should not have the 
power to commit a person for trial 
on a charge of murder, manslaugh- 
ter or infanticide or to name &@ 
person as guilty of these offenses. 
This was all right as far as the 
newspapers were concerned for the 
press itself had been the first to call 
attention to the abuses of the sys- 
tem. What shocked Fleet Street 
was an appended provision of the 
report that’“press publication of an 
account of an inquest on a suicide 
should be restricted to the name 
and address of the deceased and 
the verdict that he died by his own 
hand.” 

A British Institution. 

It should be understec’ that the 
Coroner holds a very distinct place 
in the affections of the newspaper- 
reading public. He is an institu- 
tion and some of the saltiest re- 
marks that find their way into print 
are his. He is sometimes a bum- 
bler, often a man of little learning 
who takes his position with terrific 
seriousness. but it all makes good 
reading. 

Apart from the fact that British 
life would be a little poorer and 
less amusing without the rambles 
and excursions of coroners, there 
also is the matter of the actual 
news which originates at a coro- 
ner’s court. 

English newspapers already are 
hedged and restricted much more 
than American by libel laws. Not 
only is truth no defense in English 
law, but also there are further and 
recent laws which make it highly 
risky business to say much of any- 
thing about crime until it has 
reached the stage of a coroner's 
inquest or the actual trial. There

How to Solve the Teacher’s Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE convention of the Department of 

Superintendence of the N. E. A. re- 
cently closed. Besides the great issues 
of democracy and academic freedom, the 
delegates discussed curriculums, objec- 
tives, methods, etc. The teacher again 
was told “a few things.” 

If the children are to be trained to be- 
come good and capable citizens, the class- 
room must be a social unit in itself. The 
time a child spends in school is not only 
preparation for life. It is part of his life. 
The teacher is not only expected to instill 
knowledge, but to build up and form char- 
acter, develop initiative, honesty, reason- 
ing powers, ability to observe, to express 
himself, to speak correctly, etc. 

The teacher should also give “individual 
atterition,” meaning probably that she 
should help each child according to his 
individual capacity and ability. She 
should co-operate with the teachers of 
other departments, with those whose sub- 
jects she should be well acquainted, that 
being for unity of general objectives, I 
believe. 

The class work, then, should be organ- 
ized and conducted with these things in 
view. Besides, every moment she is in 
the classroom, the teacher must be a 
model of kindness, fairness and patience. 
She must have complete self-possession. 
She must not become nervous or “crab- 
by.” She must, of course, read and study 
a great deal to keep herself well in- 
formed regarding new facts and ideas, 
educationally and generally. How other- 
wise can she be really useful to the stu- 
dents? 

All this—and more—they tell the teach- 
er who, every school day, faces six dif- 
ferent classes, numbering from 30 to 40 
children each, in six hours of time, tak- 
ing 30 minutes for lunch. 

How can all this be done? Now, it is 
very simple. If the school is the corner- 
stone of the complicated and specialized 
life of today, the schoolroom is the cor- 
nerstone of the school. That is to say, 
the teacher. If so, make it possible for 
the teacher to do the teaching. Do not 
crucify the honest teacher between her 
conscientiousness and the impossibility of 
fulfilling her mission. 

Let me suggest what could be done to 
xemedy this paradoxica!] situation: 

First, lighten the teacher's load. Four 
classes a day should be the maximum. 
The teacher has a lot of school work be- 
tween classes and at home. Second, 
lengthen the time of the class and the. 
school] day. Third, take away the teach- 
er’s clerical work and bookkeeping. 
Fourth, establish intelligent and effective 
supervision. 

It means employing more teachers? Of 
course. More clerks, too. Incidentally, 
that will relieve unemployment, help to 
end depression. — 

Good education is the only way to solve 
the economic and political problems of 
the time—including crime and child de- 
linquency—and incidentally, to save dem- 
ocracy (if we really love it). The great- 
est single reason for the failure to cope 
with the difficulties is our refusal to face 
facts. Won't you, my dear superintend- 
ents, be an exception?

MR. ROOSEVELT’S TAX PLAN. 

With his characteristic flair for the dramatic 
gesture, Mr. Roosevelt, after saying at a recent press 
conference that it is entirely up to Congress to de- 
vise new tax measures, sends a message to Congress 
setting out in detail a plan for a complete change in 
the corporation tax structure, designed to break up 
or, at least, prevent the continued growth of the 
great pools of surplus funds now held by many of 
our large corporations. The additiona)] revenue his 
plan is expected to raise is comparatively small— 
$620,000,000 annually—so that the plan is much more 
interesting in its social and economic aspects than it 
is as a revenue raiser. 

Mr. Roosevelt would repeal the corporation income, 
excess profits and capital stock taxes, and he would 
place a punitive impost on undistributed corporate 
earnings. The effect of this impost, averaging 33 1-3 


| per cent, would be to force corporations to distribute 


their earnings either among their stockholders or in 
some other way. As a corollary, the present exemp- 
tion of dividends from normal tax on individual in- 
comes would be repealed, so that the revenue lost 
from the present corporation taxes would more than 
be made up by additional sums collected from indi- 
vidual income tax payers. 

Now, it is difficult to assimilate so profound a 
change in a single breath.. It should be emphasized 
at once that the intention is not to apply the law to 
surpluses already established, but to those which ac- 
cumulate beginning Jan. 1 this year. So it is stated 
by “an authoritative source.” That narrows the 
proposal! to present and future earnings, leaving past 
surpluses intact. For 1936, the amount involved, ac- 
cording to Treasury estimates, is $4,500,000,000. That 
is, the Treasury believes that sum of money will be 
withheld from stockholders this year and placed in 
surplus unless some such measure as this is passed. 

We have no means of measuring the reliability of 
that estimate, but, assuming its accuracy, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s plan will cause the widespread distribution of 
$4,500,000,000 this year which otherwise would lie 
comparatively fallow in banks, bond accounts, etc. In 
this respect, the plan would presumably have the 
same effect as the excess profits tax did during the 
war. 

It will be recalled that the very heavy exactions 
of the excess profits tax caused corporations to en- 
gage in many expenditures from which they other- 
wise would have refrained. They increased divi- 
dends on their common stock, they raised wages and 
salaries and they placed many millions of dollars 
in capital improvements. The effect by and large was 
a beneficent one. What the Government lost in taxes 
the nation gained in increased prosperity. It was a 
form of redistribution of wealth that made nearly 
everyone happy. : 

It is felt by many authorities that the Government 
made a mistake in repealing the excess profits tax. 
If it had been in existence throughout the decade 
1920-30, corporations would not have built up the 
surpluses which played so evil a role in the precipi- 
tation of the stock market: crash of 1929. With vast 
sums at their disposal which were not needed in the 
operation of their businesses, corporations lent money 
at call for speculative purposes at high rates of in- 
terest, thus aggravating a credit inflation which 
finally burst with disastrous consequences. 

Looked at»as a measure which would force stag- 
nant pools of idle or semi-idle funds into the hands 
of millions of stockholders, or into higher wages, or 
into projects that would increase employment, Mr. 
Roosevelt's plan has highly interesting possibilities. 
Looked at as a boon to smal] business, which now 
finds corporation taxes so onerous as often to de- 
prive such business of the benefits of incorporation, 
the measure is a healthful one, Looked at as a de- 
vice to prevent the tax evasion now practiced by 
many corporations that put their funds in surplus 
rather than subject them to heavier imposts if re- 
ported as individual income, the plan is most desir- 
able. Looked at from the not unimportant point of 
view of simplification of the tax structure and cor- 
porate accounting, it is, of course, unexceptionable. 

But there is a reverse side of the medal. Is it sta- 
tistically sound? Will it produce the estimated rev- 
enue? Is it thoroughly workable? These are ques- 
tions that, for the present, must remain unanswered. 

Of greater import is the effect it will have upon 
the power of corporations to survive not only major 
depressions, but even small dips in the business 
cycle. Mr. Roosevelt says nothing whatever in his 
message of exempting a certain proportion of earn- 
ings for a rainy-day fund. Surely, no prudent cor- 
poration, large or small, can dare to face an un- 
known future with an empty pocketbook, having 
scattered its earnings as soon as they are made. 
Many corporations have used their surpluses most 
wisely to help their employes and stockholders over 
rough spots, thereby softening the effect of de- 
pression. This has notably been true in this de- 
pression. In 1932, for instance, corporations paid 
out nine billion dollars more than they received in 
income, and this was due to the accumulation of sur- 
pluses in good years. 

Senator Barkley says exemptions would be per- 
mitted to allow corporations to lay by sums needed 
for depletion reserves and debt requirements, but we 
gravely question the ability of the Government to 
specify the sums needed by corporations of various 
types, for these needs vary greatly. The history of 
some companies, for instance, is that they earn tre- 
mendously for short periods, then have long periods 
of inaction when their surpluses are used to keep 
from going to the wall. Others work on smal] mar- 
gins of surplus. But the job of saying what sums 
shall be exempted—and it is inconceivable that some 
such provision should be omitted by Congress— 
strikes us as a major stumbling block. 

Perhaps it can be hurdled. Perhaps other ques- 
tions about the bill can be reduced to satisfactory 
answers. Meanwhile, we believe the plan is worth 
sympathetic examination as affording the possibil- 
ity of a healthy stimulus to our whole economic 
structure.

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END OF DEVALUED-DOLLAR DIPLOMACY. 

Dollar diplomacy has definitely ended, under the 
new policies adopted by the United States in recent 
years. Now, in addition, there has ended what might 
be called devalued-dollar diplomacy. This was the di- 
plomacy under which the United States, beginning in 
1934, when the gold dollar was devalued to 59 cents, 
sent annual checks for 250,000 devalued dollars to 
Panama for Canal Zone rental, though the treaty 
specified that payment be made in gold dollars of the 
variety used in 1904, namely, containing 25.8 grains 
of gold. The devaluation imposed upon domestic 
holders of gold did not and could not apply to for- 
eign creditors of the Government, under internation- 
al law, as Chief Justice Hughes recognized in render- 
ing the Supreme Court’s gold-clause decision. 

Devalued-dollar diplomacy was a discreditable per- 
formance, yet the Government persisted in it. Each 
year, 1934, 1935 and 1936, the 59-cent-dollar check 
was sent to Panama. That nation, secure in the 
knowledge that its case was ironclad, each time re- 
fused the check. Now, in the new treaty with Pan- 
ama, signed Monday at Washington, the United 
States agrees to end the pretense and to pay annually 
the equivalent of 250,000 gold dollars, or about 370,- 
000 devalued dollars. It was impossible for this 
country to criticise with good grace the repudiation 
tactics of the war-debt nations when we ourselves 
were engaging in perilously near the same policy. 
That situation now is at an end.~ 

Another provision of the new treaty demonstrates 
that this country’s “good neighbor policy” embodies 
actions as well as deeds. The policy of intervention 
in Latin American affairs, which has spilled our 
soldiers’ blood in Nicaragua, Haiti, Mexico, Cuba, 
Santo Domingo and elsewhere, has been repudiated 
by the Roosevelt administration. It is highly in or- 
der, therefore, to strike out of the treaty with Panama 
the clause giving the United States the right to 
maintain public order in the cities of Panama, Colon 
and adjacent areas if the Republic of Panama is un- 
able to do so. Although the two cities are not in the 
Cana] Zone, the United States has had this authority 
since the Hay-Varilla treaty was signed, in 1903. 

This country thus goes a step farther in wiping 
out the stain its honor suffered in the acquisition 
of the Canal Zone. Theodore Roosevelt frankly de- 
scribed the technique in these words: “I took the 
Canal Zone and let the Congress debate.” His refer- 
ence was to the revolution which separated Panama 


a canal treaty. By encouraging the revolt and pre- 
venting Colombian troops from landing, United 
States forces made the revolution successful. The 
period from the revolution to the signing of the 
treaty was about 15 days. This country’s payment 
of $25,000,000 to Colombia in 1923 was partial resti- 
tution.

Three Prophecies 


ERHAPS the most important develop- 

ment in the world today is the passing 

of the belief that mankind is in the grip 
of irresistible forces. 

Three years ago, it was the general belief, 
SO general that the few who dared to reject 
it publicly were regarded as rather soft in 
the head, that capitalism was doomed and 
must give way to planned collectivism, that 
democracy was dead and must give way to 
a regime of authority, and that another 
world war was certain. Among the intel- 
lectual leaders of the Western world, the 
feeling was overwhelming that the result 
was determined; those who liked it were con- 
fident that fate was with them and those 
who disliked it felt they were defeated and 
that fate was against them. 

It has been increasingly plain for some 
time that two of these three prophecies are 
not being fulfilled. The capitalist system, 
far from having come to its end, is having 
an impressive. recovery throughout the 
world, the only important exception being 
France, which has thus far refused to fol- 
low the example of the other capitalist na- 
tions. 

On the other hand, it has been in the dic- 
tated economies of Germany and Italy that 
the popular standard of life has been and 
still is sinking, and it was recently in Rus- 
sia, the land where intelligent planning was 
supposed to have ended the chaos of com- 
petition, profit-seeking and individualism, in 
one of the richest agricultural countries of 
the world, at a time when there were sur- 
plus stocks of food in all the markets, that 
several million persons died of starvation. 

+ . > 

By the autumn of 1934, it was evident, it 
seemed to me, to any unptejudiced observ- 
er, that the spell of autocracy and collectiv- 
ism had been broken, that Fascism or Com- 
munism was not going to sweep the world, 
that they would advance no further, and, in 
faét, that they, and the policies which re- 
flect or imitate them, would then recede. 
This has, I think, proved to be the case. 

It may ‘e said, for example, that since the 
Nazi blood purge of June, 1934, and the mur- 
der of Dolifuss in Vienna, it has been im- 
possible for Fascism to advance further by 
converting the people of Europe. It can ad- 
vance oniy by conquering them, which is a 
much less likely result. 

I know it is difficult to prove this. But 
there are many signs to support it. There 
have been no new dictatorships set up since 
Hitler’s. On the other hand, the Britis 
Fascists, after making no little stir, fell so 
low that in the recent elections they did not 
elect one member of Parliament. In France, 
the armed leagues have met the resistance 
of all the democratic forces who knew bet- 
ter than to sit by supinely and let them- 
selves be throttled. Elsewhere in Europe, 


in Scandinavia, in the Baltic states, in \Po- | 


land, in Switzerland, the Little Entente, the 
democratic and constitutional parties are 
manifestly stronger, more determined, more 
certain in their convictions of why and how 
free institutions must be defended. 

The struggle is by no means ended. But 
the prestige of the dictatorships is very 
much lower than it was, and among the 
democracies, the defeatist mood has passed. 

There remains, however, the third prophe- 
cy, that another world war ie inevitable, and 
here the mood of men has not changed. The 
outlook is dark in the Far East, in Africa 
and in Central Europe, Yet it may be that

even here the catastrophe is not fatally de- 
termined, that statesmanship, which we 


|. have all. become accustomed to considering 


as bankrupt, is still capable of averting it. 

There are, to begin with, certain signifi- 
cant facts in regard to the great Powers 
which threaten the peace of Europe. There 
are Mussolini’s two great miscalculations, 
the first that the League was negligible, the 
second that he could rather easily conquer 
Ethiopia. These ‘two miscalculations have 
so weakened Italy as a great Power that 
Austria no longer counts on Italy ag its 
main support, that France has revised her 
feeling of the importance of Italy as an ally. 

a . * 

It is even more significant, if the report 
is true, that Hitler has rejected overtures 
from Mussolini. For if he has done that, it 
is because his advisers have told him that 
Italy is a negligible ally and that the Fran- 
co-British combination is too formidable to 
be challenged now. 

There is the fact, too, that the German re- 
armament is taking longer than had heen 
anticipated and is costing more because the 
Nazis insisted upon a bigger army than the 
German staff could organize and train 
quickly. It appears to be certain that a 
longer time must elapse before Germany 
can risk an adventure. 

The effect has been important. It makes 
unlikely any union of the Fascist states. 
For Italy will be exhausted before Germany 
is ready, even assuming that the two dicta- 
tors could agree on anything, so that Ger- 
many, if she fights, will be as isolated as 
Italy is now. This is not only a powerful 
deterrent to Germany, but it is an even 
more powerful incentive to the other na- 
tions to organize their defensive alliances. 
In these matters, nothing succeeds like suc- 
cess, and it is increasingly plain that the 
League’s resistance to Italy is successful. 

For while it has not brought the miser- 
able African war to an end, it has brought 
to an end the dream of a new Roman Em- 
pire. Mussolini will be lucky if he comes 
out of the Ethiopian affair without disas- 
ter; he cannot hope for anything better than 
to save his face, his regime, to win a few 
unimpressive victories and to acquire some 
exceedingly unprofitable territory. There 
can be little question that the net effect of 
the League’s action and of Mussolini’s fun- 
damental failure has been to promote rap- 
idly the organization of an even stronger 
defense against the threatened Nazi aggres- 
sion. 

e * * 

This can be seen in a number of very im- 
portant diplomatic events. First and fore- 
most, there is the commitment of Great Brit- 
ain to the League policy and the backing of 
that policy by extensive rearmament. Brit- 
ain is much the most powerful state in Eu- 
rope and her decision in this matter is 
probably one of the decisive events in mod- 
ern history, 

Closely related to it is the return of France 
to the League policy, following the fall of 
Laval. This is the renewal of diplomatic 
and ultimately of military co-operation be- 
tween Britain and France. Then there is 
the ratification of the French treaty with 
Russia. These events have brought togeth- 
er in a defensive alliance the three great 
Powers of Europe. They are a formidable 
combination for anyone to challenge. 

But although the defensive system in Eu- 
rope is today stronger than it has been for

HE AAA has started to subsi- 
dize flour exports. It is a thun- 
dering reversal among astonish- 
ing contradictions. 

The Democratic platform con- 
demned Farm Board. “speculation” 
and “the unsound policy of restrict- 
ing agricultural products to the de- 
mands of domestic markets.” __ 

Said the Republican platform: 
o: will support any plan which 

1 help to balance production 
against demand,” and it approved 
the Farm Board’s disastrous pur- 
chases. 

The Democrats, immediately upon 
election, began “restricting agri- 
cultural products” and speculating 
in more farm commodities than the 
Farm Board ever dreamed. The 


Republicans then castigated their 


Own policies (thus pilfered) as de- 
vices of the devil. 

Meanwhile, the relief plan which 
farmers had demanded for 12 years 
~price-raising on the domestic mar- 
ket by a subsidy of exports and no 
holding of farm products—was neg- 
lected by both parties. Finally, 
Congressman Marvin Jones forced 


through a law setting aside 30 per 
cent of customs receipts to subsi- 
dize farm exports. 

AAA opposed that bitterly. The 
Administration condemned it as 
“dumping.” Now, by a complete 
about-face, AAA is using this de- 
vice which this column has long 
advocated. It is the first time it 
has done anything that adds up in 
all directions to make sense. 


Boosting of domestic prices by 
restricting production and by buy- 
ing and holding farm products, 
with no provision for exports, and 
rapidly pricing the farmer out of 
world markets, seriously impairing 
his domestic market, financing his 
foreign competition, and threaten- 
ing his business with a worse Cca- 
lamity than he has ever known. 

This backtrack, belated though it 
be, is the only answer. Thus far 
it has been tried on but one small 
foreign market for flour. It must 
also be applied quickly and in a big 
way to cotton, or the cotton-raising

HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


Members to Pay Dues of $2 a 
Month for All Medi- 
cal Care. 


— 


A wage earners’ health associa- 
tion has been formed by a commit- 
tee of social workers to provide 
medical care at low cost to em- 
ployed persons earning less than 
$300 a month, it was announced to- 
day by Miss Norma Davidson, chair- 
man, 

The health association is a fra- 
ternal organization which will seek 
a State charter. It has hired a 
health director who will start giv- 
ing physical examinations to 150 
members next week. Of those who 
already have joined, the majority 
are social workers, teachers and 
skilled factory workers. 

The committee of seven social 
workers, which acted independently 
of any organization, presented its 
plan before a recent meeting of the 
St. Louis Welfare Guild, organiza- 
tion of social agency employes, and 
secured the first members at that 
time. Others came in when they 
learned of the plan through con- 
versations with workers at the so- 
cial agencies, Miss Davidson, a case 
worker for the Jewish Social Ser- 
vice Bureau, explained. 

Fees of $2 a Month. 

Members pay fees of $2 a month 
and in return will receive medical 
care for all needs. Labor organ- 
izations which enter as groups will 
be charged lower fees, according 
to present plans of the directors. 

“What the plan amounts to 
is collective bargaining for 
health,” Miss Davidson said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. “Our 
organization is not formed for 
profit. We will stress preventive 
medicine. In connection with that 
phase, we are planning to sponsor 
lectures on physical and mental 
health.” 

When new members join they 
turn over the names of their phy- 
sicians to the secretary, Miss Alice 
R. McCabe, 314 Clara avenue, a case 
worker for the Provident Associa- 
tion. Each doctor is asked whether 
he is willing to co-operate with the 
asscciation. If so, he is placed on a 
list and his patient calls him when- 
ever he becomes ill. The doctor 
then sends the bill to the associa- 
tion, which makes payment. 

If the doctor is unwilling to co- 
operate with the association, the 
secretary asks the member who 
turned in his name to get in touch 
with a second doctor. If he is will- 
ing to enroll, the member calls that 
physician whenever he becomes ill. 

No Plan for Hospital Bills. 

At present no arrangements have 
been made for hospital bills. The 
members who require hospitaliza- 
tion, however, will receive medical 
care at the association’s expense, if 
the doctor is on the approved list. 

No new member is required to 
take a physical examination before 
joining, but after enrolling he must 
take two examinations each year, 
Miss Davidson said. The purpose is 
to prevent illness. 

Dependents of members of the as- 
sociation may join at the same rate. 
A concession is made to workers 
with families. These may be _  en- 
rolled for $5 a month, regardless of 
size. But dependents who join must 
take physical examination first. The 
reason is that they are not em- 
ployed and there is no assurance 
they are in good health, Miss David- 
son explained. 

Several doctors have signified 
their willingness to co-operate with 
the association, Miss Davidson said. 
More are being approached as their 
names are turned in by new mem- 
bers.

He was 
employed at the Wood River plant 
of the oil company.

CUT TO $420,000,000 


Roosevelt Expresses Sgtisfac- 
tion With Modified Bill Of- 
fered by Senator Norris. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Sen- 
ator Norris and administration 
leaders, in a conference on his farm 
power bill, trimmed it down from 
$1,000,000,000 to $420,000,000 to be 
expended over a 10-year period. 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, offered 
a substitute today to trim the 10- 
year program to $100,000,000. 

President Roosevelt expressed 
satisfaction with the leaders’ modi- 
fied bill. It now calls for $50,000,- 
000 a year for the first two years, 
and for the other eight years $40,- 
000,000 annually. The original plan 
called for $100,000,000 annually for 
10 years. 

The bill would authorize the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion to apportion 70 per cent of 
the annual amount among states in 
proportion to the number of farms 
without electricity. The rest would 
be apportioned at the administra- 
tion’s discretion. 

Provision is made for loans to 
farmers for electrical equipment, 
to farm organizations for generat- 
ing and distributing systems and 
to communities of less than 1500 
persons. Loans would be repayable 
over 40 years at 3 per cent interest. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, attacked a proposal to 
obtain the first two years’ allot- 
ment from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, rather than by 
direct appropriation. Vandenberg, 
who says Congress. should control 
such allotments, said the proposal 
was “more of the black magic.”

can be no divorce reports or de- 
tails not divulged in court, and 
more often than not proceedings 
are held in chambers. 

English Press Hedged In by Law. 

As a result, one might suspect 
that London newspapers would pre- 
sent a singular and refreshing free- 
dom from crime news. This is not 
true. The law merely causes a 
greater outbreak than would be 
considered normal in the pages of 
an American paper when the case 
comes to trial. Every visitor is 
struck by the columns and columns 
of verbatim testimony which is 
lavished on rather undistinguished 
crimes. The story runs on and on 
as long as the trial lasts, and 
plunges into the transcript with 
“leads’ which set forth the pre- 
vious day’s events. 

It may be that the public is 
starved for all this detail on crime 
or it may be that the publishers 
assume it and find reporting minor 
trials in great detail a likely way 
to fill up space when so many 
other avenues of news are closed; 
at all events, they do not relish 
another avenue’s being closed. 

“Imitative Suicides.” 

The report of the Committee on 
Coroners stated that circulation of 
details about the means used by a 
suicide in accomplishing his pur- 
pose did great social harm in that 
it brought about “imitative sui- 
cides.” 

The Daily Telegraph, in an edi- 
torial], after expatiating on the dan- 
gers to freedom of the press, says: 

“The argument, pressed to its 
logical conclusion, would forbid the 
mention in public or the lethal] na- 
ture of revolvers of the name of 
any scheduled poison, would pre- 
vent any disclosure of how mur- 
der was done and withhold infor- 
mation of the dangerous character 
of a carbon monoxide. 

“Secrecy is the greatest poten- 
tion danger in all public affairs. 
Neither the courts of coroners nor 
any other legal tribune will obtain 
public confidence if their proceed- 
ings are hidden from public scru- 
tiny. The very basis of faith in 
British justice is that it is open 
and its judgments can be appraised 
in tHe light of evidence given. Once 
close the doors and not only will 
there be suspicion but in the case 
of inquests there will be an added 
danger of crime going undetected.” 

Press Comment. 

The Daily Express ejaculates: 

“Lord bless us! If you start that 
censorship business, the next thing 
will be to stop publishing anything 
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about gambling, robbing, killing, 
lest you encourage these pastimes. 
You cannot stop them. And you 
canffot stop people talking about 
them. Why stop them reading 
about them?” 

While most of the editorials and 
letters have dealt with the necessity 
for full and free public discussion 
as conserving the best interests of 
the public, the Institute of Journal- 
ists, consisting of 2000 newspaper 
men, and the National Union of 
Journalists, 7000 strong, have also 
declared the press must remain free 
in a world where the gag is being 
more and more flagrantly applied. 

When the matter comes up for a 
vote in Parliament, the chances are 
that the particular paragraph deal- 
ing with non-publication of coro- 
ner’s proceedings will be defeated.

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{ABOR DISPUTES AT 
STIL AWATS TEST 


Only Ruling on Norris-La 
Guardia Law Does Not Touch 
Constitutionality.

WASHINGTON, March 4. — Re- 
fusal of the United States Supreme 


Court Monday to review the injunc- 
tion issued by the Seventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals to the Union Elec- 
tric Coal Companies against the 
Progressive Miners’ Union post- 
poned the highest court's opinion on 
the constitutionality of the Norris- 
LaGuardia Anti-Injunction Act. 
The court, as usual when it de 
nies an application for a writ of 
certiorari, gave no reasons for re- 


briefs filed by the Progressive min- 
ers and the coal companies dis- 
closed that the issue presented did 
not bear directly on the constitu- 
tionality of the Norris-LaGuardia 
act. The court’s dismissal of the 
application, in effect, however, sus- 
tained the finding of the Seventh 
Circuit Court of Appeals that the 
coal companies were entitled to an 
injunction restraining the Progres- 
sive miners from interference with 
the operations of their mines in a 
strike designed to force the coal 
companies to abrogate its contract 
with the United Mine Workers of 
America. 
“Labor Dispute” Issue. 

The issue put up to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and to the Su- 
preme Court was whether the con- 
troversy between the Progressive 
miners and the United Mine Work- 
ers was a “labor dispute” within the 
meaning of the Norris-LaGuardia 
act. The Circuit Court of Appeals 
held that since the controversy was 
between two sets of employes it was 
not the type of “labor dispute” en- 
visioned by the authors of the act, 
and it therefore granted an injunc- 
tion to the coal companies restrain- 
ing the Progressive miners from in- 
terfering with the operation of the 
contract between the coal compa- 
nies and the United Mine Work- 
ers. 

The Progressive miners, in the 
application for a review of the low- 
er court’s action, asked the Su- 
preme Court to reverse the Circuit 
Court of Appeals by holding that 
the controversy between the Pro- 
gressives and the United Mine 
Workers was a “labor dispute” in 
which the employer was not en- 


Progressives. 
Interunion Disagreement. 
The opinion of the Seventh Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, written by 
Circuit Judge Evan A. Evans of 
Madison, Wis., said, in part: 
“The dispute is not between the 
operator and the defendant union 


such union and the United Mine 
Workers. The operator has no dis- 
pute with its employes, who appar- 
ently are satisfied with the wage 
scale and working conditions and 
are willing to workfor the operator. 
On the other hand, the operator 
wishes to operate its mine with 
such employes but has been pre- 
vented from doing so by the strug- 
gle between the two unions over 
who shall represent the employes. 
The operator as the employer is 
not a party to the controversy. Its 
employes were free to,join any 
union they wished and to change 
membership in one union for that 
of another. 

“The term ‘labor dispute’ should 
be broadly and liberally construed; 
but so construed it comprehends 
merely disputes growing out of la- 
bor relations and implies the ex- 
istence of the relation of employer 
and employe. The dispute must be 
one between the employer and em- 
ploye or must grow directly. out of 
their relationship. The term does 
and embrace disputes between em- 
ployes or disputes between employe 
unions to which the employer is not 
a real party. 

“Such construction is sustained 
by other provisions of the act 
clearly indicating that the entire 
act has reference to controversies 
over wages and conditions of em- 
ployment which arise between the 
employer and the employes and re- 
sult in strikes or threatened strikes 
which work hardship upon the in- 
nocent third party—the public.” 

The lower court held that Nor- 
ris-LaGuardia Act was constitu- 
tional and came within the scope 
of congressional power conferred 
by sections 1 and 2 of article 3 of 
the Constitution. This constitu- 
tional question is expected to come 
before the Supreme Court in issues 
directly involving controversies be- 
tween employers and employes.

In a veto message to Congress, 
the President said: “The records 
in the case show that this man 
was dishonorably discharged on ac- 
count of the offense to which he 
pleaded guilty, thereby eliminating 
himself from the service in the 
Army during the most critical peri- 
od of the war. I do not feel justi- 
fied in approving this bill.” 

The House Military Committee 
included in a favorable report on 
the measure a letter from Acket- 
son’s former organization: comman- 
der which said it had been fully 
established the soldier did not com- 
mit the crime, that he had a fine 
record, and fought in two general 
engagements, in which he did not 
have to participate, after being con- 
victed.

spades or four diamonds (two more 
than necessary) it showed not a 
genuine suit but, on the contrary, 
a void in the suit you bid. 

Technically this bid was perfectly 
sound and often proved to be the 
only way to reach a distributional 
slam bid. In actual practice it had 
two tremendous drawbacks. It oc- 
curred so seldom that the gain 
through using such a bid could not 
be more than a few hundred points 
in the course of an entire year's 
play. When it did occur the play- 
ers were as likely as not to have 
forgotten it. It takes mental effort 
to remember that when your part- 
ner makes a high bid in spades 
he has no spades at all. The re- 
sult was that the bid, seldom used 
at best, was apt to cause tragedies 
when the rare opportunities for its 
use came up. The opening hand 
would raise his partner's void suit, 
and then the fun would begin. 

So let the void showing bid be 
relegated to the scrap heap. May 
it rest in peace. 


Solid Suits. 


For years I have been trying, 
aided by my associates, to put the 
opening bid of three to some prac- 
tical use, and the result—-the two- 
way three bid—is to be described 
in my forthcoming book. It is prob- 
able that a three bid, when used 
as in the example given above-- 
which used to show a void, but now 
does no longer—can be put to the 
same use. Why not let all such 
three bids show primarily a solid, 
or nearly solid suit, together with 
a minimum of seven sure winners? 
Testing this use of the bid, two of 
my associates steered the bidding 
out of the wrong contract and into 
the right one in the deal below: 


53 
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North bid one club, Hast one 
heart, and South one spade. Event- 
ually the contract wound up with 
South playing the hand at four 
spades, North, not knowing that 
he could run seven spade tricks and 
two aces at no trump, was afraid 
to insist on no trump, South, not 
knowing that the hearts were se- 
curely stopped, thought his chances 
would be better at spades. At 
four spades South is defeated one 
trick. 

My associates, trying the bid I 
had just explained to them, used 
the three bid to show a solid suit. 
North bid one club, East one heart, 
and South three spades. North, see- 
ing nine sure tricks at no trump 
and not being sure of game in 
spades, bid three no trump. South 
passed, since he had told the truth 
about his hand and trusted North's 
judgment of the best final contract. 
The contract was made, of course. 
While complete testing of this bid 
has not been effected, it is not 
unlikely that it eventually will be 
in use among the best players and 
the millions who follow them. 

TODAY'S QUESTION. 

Question: I have heard rumors 
that the laws of contract bridge re- 
cently have been changed and that 
the scoring now is different. Is this 
true? 

Answer: Emphatically no! The 
laws and scoring introduced in 
March last year have not been 
changed and probably will not be 
for years.

N THE FIRST of this present 
series of articles on reducing, I 
started out with the statement 
that substantial reduction in weight 
is possible for most people who 
need it.

the same group. I do not: believe 
that most of us are willing to ac- 
cept this point of view without some 
reservations. The distinctly pitui- 
tary gland and thyroid obesities are 
apparently possessed of a mechan- 
ism for storing fat even on a very 
small diet. However, these people 
are in the great minority and, as I 
took pains to say, most overweights 
can reduce if they follow simple 
dietetic rules. . 

In the diets listed below for Sat- 
urday and Sunday, you will notice 
that I have pandered to the spy- 
chology of the patient on Sunday, 
his first Sunday of reducing, and 
given him a little more to’eat. He 
also gets a cup of hot bouillon be- 
tween breakfast and lunch, and tea 
with lemon in the middle of the 
afternoon, and a cup of milk. before 
he goes to bed, so he will feel a 
little better about his diet. 

After the three weeks’ diet is over 
he should have learned that he can 
get along on much less than he has 
been eating with comfort, and while 
he may increase his food intake 
somewhat, adding small mites of 
such articles as butter and cream, 
and taking some of the more con- 
centrated vegetables such as pota- 
toes, peas and lima beans, he can 
easily find a diet which will keep 
him comfortable and maintain an 
average instead of an excessive 
weight. 

DIET FOR SATURDAY. 

Breakfast—Half grapefruit; one 

thin slice Melba toast; poached egg 
(small); coffee with one tablespoon 
milk, no sugar. 
Luncheon — Cream of spinach 
soup, one-half cup; lettuce and to- 
mato sandwich (whole wheat bread, 
only one slice buttered); ginger- 
bread (1x1x2 inches); tea with lem- 
on. 
Supper — Clam juice cocktail; 
roast beef (5x2x\% inches); mashed 
potatoes, one-half cup; asparagus 
(seven stalks with two teaspoons 
butter); lettuce and celery salad 
(mineral oil dressing); coffee jelly 
(one-fourth cup) with one table- 
spoon heavy cream. 


DIET FOR SUNDAY. 
Breakfast—Orange, grapefruit, or 
tomato juice; coffee, clear or with 
milk; toast, one thin slice with one 
teaspoon butter. 

- Mid-Morning—Hot bouillon. 
Lunch—Poached egg, or omelet,

Anchovy Potato Balls 

Mash lightly five or six freshly 
boiled potatoes, add quickly, while 
hot, three tablespoons of butter. one 
teaspoon salt, pepper, one-half tea- 
spoon of dry mustard and one well- 
beaten egg. Lastly, mix in nine 
drained and finely minced ancho- 
vies, Spread mixture on platter to 
cool, then mold into balls the size 
of plums. Roll in sifted crumbs. 
then in egg, again in crumbs and 
fry in deep, hot fat to a nice 
brown. Drain on absorbent paper. 


Mashed Creamed Beets 
Boil the beets until soft, skin, 
then while still thot press through 
ricer. To three cups of riced beets 
add salt, one tablespoon of lemon

pepper. Put into a baking dish 
which has been rubbed with garlic 
(optional).

Three eggs, 

Scant cup of sugar, 

One cup of cake flour, 

Two teaspoons of grated choco- 
late, :

Beat the yolks of eggs until very 
light.

a basket and set out for Hollywood. 
Fortunately, as it turned out, he 
took his saxophone along.

Fred waited around for a time 
expecting the studios to send for 
him, but about everything except 
opportunity knocked at the door of 
his boarding house.

Nearly Always 
Of Own Making

VERY time one of my pieces 
F. nas to do with loneliness it is 

followed by a shower of letters 
from people who feel they are shut 
off from their fellows, shut in like 
a prisoner in a cell. 

Some of my letters make me 
think of Francois de Bonnivard, the 
Prisoner of Chillon, who made 
friends with a spider that came up 
the wall of his cell. It is pitiful, 
such hunger for human fellowship! 

“How I envy you,” said a woman 
to a girl going to college. “At col- 
lege you have such opportunities of 
making friends,” she added. “Well, 
you have no reason to complain on 
that score said the girl. 


have many friends. But the friends 
were already there. I do not think 
I ever had a chance of choosing my 
friends, and that makes a lot of 
difference.” 

Does it? Is not that really the 
heart of the trouble? We should 
make friends with the people who 
are near us. If we wait for the kind 
of people we want for friends, we 
may lose the art of it. 

Making friends is a habit—a habit 
of getting out of ourselves, of giv- 
ing ourselves away. Nine out of 
10 times loneliness comes of a deep 
refusal to give ourselves away— 
some sort of reserve, some inhibi- 
tion, which locks us up, bolts and 
bars the door and takes us captive. 

It is possible to be so timid, so 
self-centered, so introspective that 
it seems a kind of outrage to give 
ourselves to anyone. To be so may 
become a fatal fault, and we must 
blame ourselves. 

How different it is with “sky-blue 
souls,” as William James would say. 
They make friends as easily as they 
breathe; there is no “flapping of un- 
clean wings about their cells”—they 
love and are loved. 

Our loneliness is nearly always of 
our own making. To make friends 
we must be friends—the world is 
sick for lack of friendliness, it is 
poisoned with hate. Others long for 
love as much as we do. 

Turn the key, open the door, for- 
get yourself, and it is amazing how 
friendly the world will be, and lone-
